Way 


The Wilmington Housing 
Authority (WHA) has hopes of 
connecting the housing for the 
elderly at Deming Way to the 
Wilmington sewer. Part of the 
conversation, in the meeting of 
October 4 was devoted to that 
purpose. The WHA decided to 
write to the sewer commissioners 
and explore the possibilities. 

The sewer main which passes 
near Sweetheart Plastics is about 
2400 feet from the leaching field of 
the WHA via Harris Street and 
Cedar Street. 

Chairman George Hooper said 
that in his 10 years on the WHA, 
he had seen the sewer and 
leaching field have problems 
“every three years.” Fifty 
thousand dollars was recently 
appropriated by state officials for 
currently needed repairs. The 
sewers, he said, serve 40 apart- 
ments and receive about 4,000 
gallons of waste per day 

Henry Borrazzo reported that 
state engineers say the leaching 
field is the reverse of what it 
should be, It is, he said, “‘like a 
dish.” The WHA, he said, had not 
received the funds promised by 
the state, “It is just a com- 
mittment."" 

Strob wants to meet with the 
sewer commissioners. Borrazzo 
‘said because of the strain on the 
system, and the hope that 
something could be accomplished 
with the sewer commissioners he 
had refrained from calling in 
some engineers, 

“The ground is saturated and 
cannot take any more. The only 
permanent solution is a public 
sewer into the town system.” 

There was conversation about 
the people of Cedar Street also 
participating in the sewer ser- 
vice. The WHA will definitely, 
they said, meet with the sewer 
commissioners.

Housing authority alarmed 


Bill would raise 


Snow shovelers to get $10.30 an 
hour at local housing authorities? 

That is what seems to be in 
store, if Senate Bill 1046 is passed 
by the Massachusetts 
Legislature. The Wilmington 
Housing Authority (WHA) 
discussed the implications of that 
bill Monday night during their 
meeting. 

Local housing authorities in 
Massachusetts, operate on funds 
provided by the state, through the 
Department of Community’ Af- 
fairs (DCA). The wage levels of 
employees are established by the 
Commissioner of Labor and In- 
dustries. Those levels are now at 
“no less than 80 percent of the 
prevailing wage" as determined 
by Chapter 149, Mass. Statutes. 

During the past two years the 
wages of maintenance mechanics 
have increased from $9.42 an hour 
to $12.55 an hour, or about 33

Housing 
effort to 
continue 


Monday night the Wilmington 
Housing Authority (WHA) af- 
firmed that it intends to seek 
more housing for the elderly 
through the auspices of the town 
and through the auspices of 
various organizations, including 
the Concerned Citizens, 

There is always a member of 
the Concerned Citizens at every 
meeting of the housing authority. 
Generally there is a tape recorder 
on which the meeting is recorded. 
Monday night it was a case of 
writing into a notebook, with 
Anthony Pastore doing the 
recarding. 

The WHA would like to have the 
Walker and Buzzell schools for 
elderly housing. The members 
consider the two buildings to be 
quite feasible to renovate and 
refurbish. Part of the con- 
versation was to the effect that an 
addition to the Buzzell School 
would be built, and that it was a 
good place for housing for han- 
dicapped persons. 

Chairman George Hooper was 
quite optimistic, Neighbors, he 
said, had told him there would be 
no-objections. He had also spoken 
with officials of the state 
Department of Community Af- « 
irs (ECOD). Those officials want 
to keep the Buzzell School “in 
character,” Hooper reported. 

Mel Keough said that the town 
had already voted (in 1981) that 
the Buzzell School should go to the 
WHA. The problem as he saw it is 
to provide funds. 

The town manager, Keough 
said, had already stated that the 
vote of the town ‘had not become 
void." 

The Walker School, Hooper 
said, could also provide housing 
for the elderly. Hooper speculated 
on a four story building with an 
elevator. 

We have tried every avenue, he 
said. The town has to agree it will 
hold these for the elderly and turn 
it over to the housing authority as 
in Chelmsford. 

He spoke of enlisting the aid of 
town organizations, and included 
the Concerned Citizens. Pastore 
was asked to take the message to 
his organization. 

Director Henry Borrazzo will 
write a letter for the housing 
authority, to the selectmen. 

The board also discussed 
housing in other towns. Mr 
Borrazzo said that a local board 
has the right to reject or accept 
applicants in the case of HUD 
housing, which brought on a 
discussion of what happened in 
other towns. 

Bill Strob told of making a 
recent visit to Lexington to in- 
spect housing there. It seems he 
was very much impressed. 

The Lexington housing is HUD 
provided, There are 203 elderly 
housing and handicapped persons 
units and 97 units of scattered low 
and medium income housing. In 
answer to a question from 
Hooper, Strob said that “han-

The Masonic Temple stands 
beside Church Street in 
Wilmington. It is the home of 
Friendship Lodge and in it, every 
Wednesday, the Rotary Club of 
Wilmington has a luncheon. 
Behind it-is a park of about four 
acres with a pond. 

That park is the former Hiller 
cranberry bog. About 25 years 
ago Rotary and the people of 
Wilmington raised about $40,000 
and filled in the cranberry bog to 
eliminate an unsightly marsh 

It was Dr, Henry Hiller who 
built what is now the Masonic 
Temple. It was not built to be a 
Masonic Temple. It was built to 
be either (or both) a laberatory 
for his business or a museum in 
which to keep his collection of 
stuffed wild animals. 

According to all accounts Dr 
Hiller had quite a collection of 
stuffed animals. It was a 
collection of which he was proud, 
but there is nowhere any 
description of what he had, nor is 
there anyone who can provide an 
oral description. 

His laboratory was intended to 
replace that which he had on 
Tremont Row in Boston. There he 
had eight employees who were 
sometimes described in 
newspaper accounts as doctors of 
medicine. They were com- 
pounding the medicine which he 
sold, mostly by mail, to all parts 
of the United States. It was a 
profitable business and the 
medicine was absolutely non- 
alcoholic, ® 

To build a place to keep” his 
stuffed animals and to have a 
laboratory near his home was 
quite a logical thing to do. He 
could have a garden path from his 
home to his office. One can guess 
that the laboratory would have 
been upstairs and the museum 
downstairs, but maybe it was 
planned to be the other way. 

Dr. Hiller died in November 
1888 and the building was never 
completed, by him. 

Bavarian born, Dr. Hiller would 
naturally be prone to build 
something which would remind 
him of his homeland. Not only is 
Bavaria a land of castles, it is the 
country which was ruled over by 
the mad King Ludwig, who 
caused the people to erect special

castles just for him. Those 
castles had very tall towers 
suitable for dreamland fairies 
The advertisements of Disney 
World, in Florida, today have 
castles which resemble those

The Bavarian castle built by 
Dr. Hiller had to be practical. The 
towers went up only one story, not 
four or five as did those of King 
Ludwig, but there were four

towers, one on each corner of the 
building. They sort of ‘‘over- 
whelmed” the casual visitor 

Today no one calls the building 
other than by the name of 
Masonic Temple or Masonic Hall. 
A few, however, call it a former 
cranberry house. That is where 
the late Jim Kelley enters the 
story. 

Jim Kelley, born in Wilmington 
before the Civil War, was the son

His father was a baker who 
came to work in Wilmington in 
the Bond bakeries. Those 
bakeries sold their crackers all 
over New England, from special 
gaily painted delivery wagons. 
There were two bakeries, one 
nearly opposite the 
Congregational Church which 


burned down in 1864. The other 
which was where the First 
Baptist Church is today, burned 
down 10 years later. Jim Kelley's 
home is today a part of that 
church's property. 

Jim, who was by profession a 
“scrivener,” or writer of legal 
documents, became town clerk 
and served many years as a 
selectman. He also served many

The important thing about Jim 
Kelley was his integfity. He was 
what some sociologists called an 
“Irish Puritan,” meaning that he 
was a Catholic who strictly ob- 
served the teachings of his church 
to the extent that he was a 
Puritan in attitude. : 

‘Among other things it was Jim 
Kelley who gave the land where 
(old) St. Thomas Church was 
built, and which is now the site of 
the Wilmington library. 

When France B. Hiller died in 
1901, there were lawsuits entered 
in the probate court to contest her 
will. This was to be expected in 
the case of a woman who was not 
only eccentric, but who was 
purported to be one of the 
wealthiest persons of that day and 
age. There had been many 
newspaper stories about her 
wealth. 

It became necessary to 
determine the exact value of her 
estate, Three men were named by 
the probate court to do this. One 
man was local, James E. Kelley. 
The other two were not local 
Possibly they were Boston at- 
torneys. 

Among the things these three 
men had to do was determine the 
value of Dr. Hiller's Bavarian 
castle. 

The term castle was never 
used. The term laboratory was 
not used. The term museum was 
not used. 

The Bavarian Castle had 
become a storage house for the 
cranberry industry which was 
carried on at France Hiller’s 
cranberry bog. Sometimes it was 
inconvenient for employees to 
carry things such as cranberry 
boxes to the cranberry house on 
Middlesex Avenue. The other 
building was just as convenient, 
half of the time, and was so used. 

So, when Jim Kelley and his two 
companions determined the value 
of the castle, in their 
assessments, they used the term 
that Jim Kelley and others were 
using to name the building 

They called it a “cranberry 
house.” 

Jim Kelley could never have 
called it differently.

In all, the Century III Leaders 
program awards $218,500 in 
scholarships and provides for 102 
students to attend the William- 
sburg conference. The program is 
administered by the National 
Association of Secondary School 
Principals and funded by the 
Shell Oil Company.

He read this paper- it changed his life 


After almosti5 years of suffering 
with a blind right eye and impaired 
vision in his left one, an 81 year old 
navy captain suddenly learned his 
sight could be restored 

It began when the 27 year navy 
veteran, Harry Howe, heard about a 
news story which recently appeared 
in the supplement of the local 
newspaper (June 30, 1982) 
describing a new technique in eye 
surgery for cataract victims. 

“When I heard about it in the 
paper, I decided to have it done,"” he 
said. “I've wanted the operation 
ever since I learned about lens 
implants.” 

Capt. Howe wanted the operation 
done on his left eye because that was 
the only eye that could see anything 


It had been operated on several 
years ago for cataract, and he had to 
wear thick cataract “coke bottle” 
glasses. 

His right eye, which also had been 
operated on for a cataract, never 
adjusted to the glasses or contact 
lenses. For nearly 15 years since 
then he hadn’t seen anything out of 
that eye, and never expected to. 

According to Dr. Will Horsley of 
the Horsley Clinic in Stoneham, the 
ophthalmologist who Capt. Howe 
contacted for help, “when we 
examined him, we found his right 
eye was still functional. 

“We implanted an artificial lens in 
that eye, which gave him normal 
vision. ‘It was a remarkable 
recovery. Before, with only one

judge distances, he suffered a lot of 
distortion and his side vision was 
greatly reduced. His left eye will be 
done later, “Dr. Horsley said. 

“Some people told me I was too old 
to have this operation," Capt. Howe 
said. “But I wanted to see again — 
whether I was 180 or 18." 

Capt. Howe, according to Dr. 
Horsley, was also afflicted with a 
condition called Ptosis, in which 
excess eyelid tissue drooped down 
over his right eye 

“We corrected that, which im- 
proved his appearance as well as his 
vision,” said Dr. Horsley

Feeling now like a new man, Capt 
Howe eagarly looks forward to 
seeing his former WWII shipmates 
and renewing old friendships at the 
crew's reunion of the USS 
FREMONT, an event he will travel 
to later this month in Knoxville, 
Tennessee 

As executive officer aboard the 
FREMONT during World War II, he 


was with Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
commander of the US forces in the 
far east, when the general made his 
historic return to the Philippines, 
wading ashore with his troops. 

A former shipmate and long-time 
friend, Vincent Clukas, now a 
sergeant on the MDC police force, 
was among those who visited ‘Capt 
Howe at New England Memorial 
Hospital after the operation. Clukas 
gave him a blue and gold navy of 
ficers’ cap, the kind Howe wore as 
executive officer back then. 

“I can read the letters on it," 
Capt. Howe remarked after 
examining the cap with his restored 
eye, which had seen nothing but 
darkness for nearly 15 years. He will 
wear the cap at his reunion 


“It's our first reunion, and 1 
wouldn't have enjoyed it if I couldn't 
see right," the captain said 

Capt. Howe was born in Stoneham 
and attended the Massachusetts 
Maritime Academy in Buzzards 
Bay. There he trained aboard a 
sailing vessel.

I'm 
worried that I don't know how to get 
where we are going. Cool it for a 
while, will you.” It might not work 
the first time, but it's worth trying to 
tell others how you really feel. It 
might diffuse the bomb. 

A good gimmick is to try to use “1 
statements” and avoid “You 
statements". If you try to start off 
with “1. it’s easier to “own"’ 
your own feelings without dumping 
on the other person. If you express 
your own ideas, you tend to feel 
more in control of the situation.

If these figures aren't convincing 
enough, consider this: the country 
as a whole is getting poorer. The 
World Bank reported recently that 
the U.S. has slipped. to ninth place 
among industrial nations in terms of 
national income per person. Just one 
year ago, the U.S. was ranked 
Seventh! We've since fallen behind 
France and the Netherlands. (The 
rankings are based on a country's 
gross national product, divided by 
its population. ) 

Latest figures indicate the U.S. 
has a per capita GNP of $11,360 
Switzerland is first among industrial 
nations with a per capita GNP of 
$16,440. West Germany is second, 
with a per capita GNP of $13,590, 
followed by Sweden, $13,520; Den- 
mark, $12,950; Norway, $12,650, and 
Belgium, $12,180. (The United Arab 
Emirates, population one million, 
has a per capita GNP of $26,850, and 
Kuwait, population 1.4 million, has a 
per capita GNP of $19,830, however, 
they are non-industrial nations. ) 

‘The U.S. remains the leader in 
total GNP — three trillion dollars, 
twice that of number two Japan, 
which placed twelfth in per capita 
GNP at $9,890 — but only because of 
its large population 

Getting back to the middle-class 
worker, he sees the old adage “the 
rich get richer, and the poor get 
poorer” become more of a reality 
every day. While his taxes steadily 
go up and his income continues to 
decline, he wonders how come 
federal taxes paid by U.S. cor 
porations keep on going down. Ac- 
cording to Tax Analysis, a non-profit 
research group, thirty-three com 
panies with U.S. earnings in excess 
of $100 million paid no U.S. cor- 
porate taxes last year.

Q My 1919 plastered house has cracks in the exterior 
stucco. How should these cracks be corrected? A brick 
mason recommended that | open the cracks more and use 8 
filler which won't match the existing color. ‘

When in Rome, do as the Romans do; and when dealing 
with stucco cracks, go to a plastering contractor, not a 
brick mason. Brick masons are untrained about stucco just 
as electricians are inexperienced with plumbing

spection. My guess is that he will recommend an application 
of a stucco paintlike material with sufficient body to fill the 
cracks while providing a uniform colored surface thereafter 
Years ago, we buill a frame-stucco house which suffered 
through a mild earthquake before the stucco was cured, The 
exterior yellow stucco surface was cracked in many places.

Fiber-glass showers and tubs are fairly easy to maintain 
by using almost any good liquid (no powder) cleanser. Avoid 
acetone as well as any type of cleanser that contains pumic 
borax, or both. If continually used, these abrasives will 
scratch the fiberglass finish coat of resin, And once 
scratched, the surface will absorb residues from then on un 
less recoated with resin to restore its surface integrity 

Damaged fiberglass shower or tub surfaces can be re 
stored by occasional bleaching. Plug the drain and fill the ba: 
sin with a good grade of household bleach. This treatment 
should improve the scratched, stained surface appearance 
considerably 
Only temporary satisfaction may be obtained from paint 
Ing fiber glass.

‘The result 1s a sophisticated nine-pound 
computer with-a versatile software pack- 
age. GRID claims it will provide a wide 
range of communication services. The price 
is less portable — a hefty $8,150 

Steven Epner, founder of the Indepen:

St. Louis, says that “in our mobile Society 
mobility Is becoming more expensive, and 
communication needs are increasing. The 
productivity potential is tremendous," But 
he doesn't know how well these new portable 
computers will fill the gap.

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Tax breaks for - 
the single person 


Single people often ignore tax 
breaks that could cut their tax bill, 
says the Massachusetts Society of 
CPA. The key to benefitting from 
deductions and other adjustments 
lies in financial planning. And, when 
your income isn’t as high as that of a 
family or your deductions aren't as 
obvious, as is the case for most 
singles, planning takes on added 
importance. 
Only 17 percent of taxpayers filing 
single. returns itemize their 
deductions, according to the In- 
ternal Revenue Service. Because 
itemizing can save you money, 
CPAs urge single persons to plan 
ahead and keep detailed records. 

While you may not have enough 
deductions every year to exceed 
$3,300 — the amount necessary to 
benefit from itemizing — you may 
be able to surpass this amount every 
other year. Instead of waiting until 
tax time to hunt for ways to reduce 
your taxes, CPAs suggest singles 
plan a year or so in advance. Map 
out your major expenditures, and 
review your records for sales tax or 
any other tax-deductible item. Put 
some tax-deductible payments off 
until the beginning of next year, if 
you don't have enough to itemize this 
year. Or, move payments ahead to 
make itemizing possible for 1982. 

“Bunching” your tax deductions, 
CPAs say, is an effective strategy 
for singles. By reviewing your 
financial records, you might 
discover more tax deductions than 
you expected. Consider, for 
‘example, the interest you pay. Do 
you have a student loan, credit card 
balance, or car loan on which you 
make interest payments 
periodically? Each month you might 
be spending pre-tax dollars and 
ignoring the after tax effect. 

‘Although you may not have 
deductions ‘such as mortgage 
payments, or exemptions for 
dependents, there are deductions 
you can take advantage of. 

For example, if you're just 
starting work and moving gut on 
your own, you'll probably have 
expenses for household furniture 
and appliances and possibly a car. If 
you buy these items on credit and 
make payments monthly, interest on 
the balance is deductible. If you 
keep track of the sales tax you pay, 
ypu might’ find you exceed the

purchase a car, add that sales tax to 
the allotted amount 

While the search for your first job 
probably won't qualify for tax 
deductions, later expenses of job 
hunting in the same field will 
qualify. This includes what you 
spend to have a resume printed and 
mailed, as well as travel costs for 
interviews and agency fees. If you 
have to move to accept a new 
position, non-reimbursed costs can 
reduce your taxes, but are subject to 
certain requirements and 
limitations. 

Other expenses connected with 
your job can help you save taxes, 
CPAs note, such’ as continuing 
education costs and travel between 
work and school or work and a 
second job, But remember, if your 
employer feimburses you for those 
expenses, you can deduct only the 
excess non-reimbursed expenses. If 
classes qualify you for a new line of 
work, they are not deductible. 

As you plan for the future, CPAs 
remind you to plan for financial 
security. Anyone with money to 
invest should start an IRA, which 
allows you to deduct up to $2,000 in 
income annually. You don’t have to 
invest the maximum amount, and 
you don’t have to contribute every 
year. But you can't withdraw any of 
the money without penalty until age 
59 and a half. 

For 1962, CPAs say, you might 
concentrate on anticipated medical 
costs. Currently, expenses must 
exceed three percent of your ad- 
justed income, minus one percent of 
drug costs, to be deductible. After 
1982, you no longer need to subtract 
the ‘costs for medicine, but the 
percentage increases to five. 

Tax strategies for everyone, CPAS 
point out, are basically the same. 
Major purchases, monthly 
payments and day to day expenses 
should be anticipated and their tax 
effects noted. But, because single 
people, are frequently lax in seeking 
tax benefits, CPAs urge them 
particularly to plan their ex- 
penditures to obtain the maximum 
number of tax breaks.

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Singles answer to cost of livin 


For many singles, the solution to 
the high cost of living is to share 
expenses. While this may cut costs, 
it could turn out to be more ex- 
pensive than you anticipated, says 
the Massachusetts Society of CPAs 
Unless the extent of sharing is un- 
derstood, you might find yourself 
paying more than your half. 

Singles often share rent, 
groceries, utility bills and other 
expenses of living. And it’s usually 
obvious that some expenses be split 
evenly (unless there are unusual 
circumstances, such as one room- 
mate occupying the master bedroom 
with a second bath). But what about 
paying for furnishings and all the 
extras — how can you keep track of 
who pays for what and whether or 
not it’s fairly divided? 

CPAs suggest a detailed record 
keeping system for singles who 
share, and a complete agreement 
beforehand about who is responsible 
for what payment.

However, while a joint account 
can assure you that shared expenses 
will be covered, it can also create 
financial problems. For example, 
since both — or all — parties have 
access to the funds, both people are 
responsible for any check one of 
them writes. In the event of a 
disagreement, or one person with- 
drawing from the arrangement, the 
account would have to be closed 
immediately. And you would have to 
provide for any monthly fees or 
check charges that the account 
incurs. You would also have to 
divide up interest accumulated. 

If each of you takes turns paying 
for joint expenses, be sure money is 
available when needed. For  in- 
stance, if your rent is due on Mon- 
day, and your roommate gives you

his or her check on Sunday, your 
‘own check might not be covered in 
time. 

Remember also that shared ex. 
penses for utilities will probably be 
charged to only one person’s ac- 
count. For instance, if you pay your 
half of the electric expenses, but 
your roommate doesn’t pay his or 
hers, you could still lose service 
And, if the account is in your name, 
you're the one responsible for 
payment. Any late payments are 
noted on your credit history, even if 
they're not your fault. On the other 
hand, payments on your roommate's 
account, will not show up on your 
credit record 

Telephone bills can present 
problems to roommates who share 
one phone rather than each having 
their own. Although you can both get 
listings with the phone company, the 
account is in one name. (And ad- 
ditional listings are extra.) If your 
payments are irregular, you could 
be required to leave a deposit if you 


start a new account in the future. Be 
sure to provide, too, for special 
services with the phone company or 
discount long-distance services that 
‘one or both of you uses. 

While your monthly bills can be 
evenly divided, discuss your 
responsibility for large-ticket items. 
For instance, what happens if you 
decide to install a security system? 
Is the other person obligated to 
contribute toward payment and 
maintenance, or to buy it from you if 
you decide to leave? 

While disagreements can occur 
over groceries, larger monetary 
investments can easily be forgotten. 
For example, if only one person 
signs the lease, does the other need 
to leave a security deposit, and is he 
or she guaranteed a fair share of any 
interest if may earn? 

Insuring your share of such a 
partnership can be complicated, 
CPAs note. Keep detailed records of 
bills and payments, as well as all 
cancelled checks, to settle any 
potential disagreements.

Parking and the handicapped |_ YOUb we RZ 


Not a parking place in sight, 
you're in a hurry, and it looks like it 
might rain. Wait. There’s ‘an empty 
spot right in front of the super- 
market. You pull into it, run into the 
store, take care of your business, 
and you're back in your car as the 
first raindrops hit your windshield. 

You look into your rearview 
mirror as you get ready to back out 
of your parking spot, and you notice 
someone starting the trek from the 
far corner of the parking lot in a 
wheelchair. This prompts you to 
check. And, sure enough, there's a 
sign with one of those little 
wheelchair symbols right in front of 
the parking place you used 

Embarrassed you pull out quickly 
and drive away. Imagining the 
person in the wheelchair struggling 
back across that lot in the rain with a 
bag or two of groceries, you feel like 
the biggest heel in the world. 

You make up your mind you'll 
never use a “handicapped — only” 
parking place again in your life. 
After that humbling experience, you 
probably won't unless someday you 
need handicapped parking yourself 

Most people who don't need 
handicapped parking places — but 
occasionally use them anyway — 
have never had an experience like 
this. Perhaps they don’t even un- 
derstand why handicapped people 
require special places to park their 
cars. There are even a few odd souls 
in this world who resent what they 
see as a “special privilege” for 
disabled people. 

A handicapped parking place isn’t 
a special privilege, though, for a 
disabled person. It's not even a 
convenience, It's a necessity 

Before I explain why that’s so, let 
me stress that the Disabled 
American Veterans is not asking for 
sympathy. Handicapped people 
don't want or need any pity. But they 
do want a little understanding about 
things like handicapped parking 
zones, 

So, why are signs with that little 
wheelchair figure — the in- 
ternational access symbol — used to 
reserve the best spots in many 
parking lots? 

First of all, people whose 
disabilitiesmake it tough for them to 
get around — who have “mobility 
impairments" — need to park close 
to where they want to go. It may be a 
pain in the neck for an able-bodied 
person towalk a much longer 
distance with a loaded shopping bag 
ineach hand 

But think about someone carrying 
a heavy load over the same distance 
on artificial legs. That can cause

serious pain, perhaps even bleeding. 
And a person wearing prosthetic 
legs is more susceptible to falling 
than an able-bodied 5 

Second, people with wheelchairs, 
walkers, leg braces or artificial 
limbs need ramped curbs near their 
parking places so they can get to the 
sidewalk. Just as very few able- 
bodied people have the physical 
prowess of a football superstar very 
few handicapped people are like the 
wheelchair athletes you've seen on 
television or read about in 
magazines. 

‘They don't “pop wheelies’ with 
their chairs, pole vault with their 
crutches, or skip over obstacles with 
their canes. 

‘Third, you can't squeeze your car 
in right next to another car in a tight 
parking spot if you have to jiggle a 
wheelchair out of the backseat and 
set it up on the ground before leaving 
your car. You need room alongside 
your automobile to get all that done. 
People with crutches, walkers and 
similar devices need that room too. 

That's why handicapped parking 
places are set up with extra space on 
either side of the automobile. When 
someone parks too close to a 
wheelchair-bound person's car the 
person in the wheelchair could be 
stuck until the other driver returns. 
The same holds true for those who 
use walkers, crutches, prosthetic 
legs, and other mobility aids 

Fourth, there are safety con- 
siderations. People who suffer 
mobility impairments cannot move 
as quickly as able-bodied people. 
‘They can’t just jump out of the paths 
of negligent parking lot drivers. Nor 
can they avoid other hazards as 
easily as able-bodied pedestrians. 

Finally, mobility-impaired people 
are stuck with their automobile as 
their only form of transportation, 
and they have to get around just like 
everyone else. They have to go to the 
store. They need entertainment, 
social life, and everything else that 
all of us need. 

‘They don't want to be prisoners in 
their own homes any more than you 
would want to be. But they can’t just 
get up and walk any place they want 
to go. Further, nearly all bus and 
subway systems, regardless of the 
law, are not set up to accommodate 
people who can’t walk up steps. 

Handicapped people need their 
cars, and they need specially 
adapted parking places when they 
get where they're going.

testing site 


Cleaning up toxic wastes at dump 
sites can cause its own set of 
hazards.

Our Place to study second 
marriage-family relationships 


Life in a second marriage is not always like 
television's “Brady Bunch’. As a result, a 
Stoneham human service agency is taking a 
close look at “one_of the problems “inva second 
marriage facing a growing number of adults and 
children. 

“We have been receiving more and more calis 
from parents who are not prepared to deal with 
the difficulties that often arise when a second 
marriage produces ‘an instant family,'" states 
Michele Z. King, a member of the staff of Our 
Place in Stoneham. 

Depending on the age of the youngsters in- 
volved,-King describes a series of problems 
arising within second marriage families 
Discipline is one of the major issues. “You can’t 
tell me what to do. You're not my mother’, is one 
of the most common difficulties confronting 
these “new parents’ 

There is also confusion in the youngster’s mind 
about who is actually the ‘mother’ or “father"” 
In the same way, the new parent is not sure 
about what role to play or how far to go in 
disciplining the stepchild. 

King also points out that “stepchildren often 
step on each other."’ The new relationships cause 
confusion and resentment which not only comes 
as a result of the second marriage but occurs 
because of a change in home location, a new

school and 
situation. 

Along with these problems, King points out that 
the children often play one parent against the 
other. “Everyone involved is not quite sure of 
their role in the new family,”’ states King, “and it 
is easy for children to sense this insecurity and 
use it to their advantage. 

At about age 12 or 13, a new problem often 
presents itself. It is at this time that many 
children begin to say that they want to go and 
live with the other parent. “This is not easy to 
handle," King reports, “‘and many parents 
simply do not know what to do."" 

There are also potential difficulties for the 
family when children are spending time with one 
parent and then the other 

“These are all situations which we are hearing 
about more and more," Kins says result, 
we want to talk with parents in a second 
marriage and develop support-type programs 
that may be of help to them." 

Our Place, the multi-service, educational 
center located at 38 Pleasant St. in Stoneham, is 
asking interested parents of a second marriage 
to contact King at 438-8800. ‘‘We want to hear 
what people have to say and learn from their 
experiences. In this way, we think we can find 
ways that will benefit them
